A desire for harmony tin all branches 
of the city government has made itself 
felt and a desire for the elimination of 
factional feeling has had great weight

politics. 

Two of the aldermanic possibilities who 
have been urged to stand for election 
are J. R. Smith, of the first ward, who 
has brought himself prominently to the 
front through his efforts in behalf of the 
Peters street pavement, and Dr. L. P.

CMITH CONSIDERED IT AN ATTACK 


Dr. Bizzell Caused Sensation by De- 
claring He Had Not Intended To 
Keep Within Appropriation. 
Repartee Bordered on 
the Personal. 


The board of health held a lively meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon in the rooms of 
the chief sanitary inspector at the city 
hal]. Some spicy repartee was indulged 
jn and a picture in the back of the old 
plueback spelling book was recailed to 
mind. 

It was a special meeting and the matter 
which inspired the liveliness was not sct- 


ing next Friday, when the election of all 
the inspectors and other employees of the 
sanitary department takes place. That 
meeting promises to be entertaining, 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of taking steps toward the better protec- 
tion of the city from contagious diseases 
put the most interesting part of the ses- 
sion came after this matter had been dis- 
posed of. 

Dr. Jarnigan, president of the board, 
was absent, and Captain Miller was call- 
ed to the chair when the board asezmbled 


shorily after 5 o'clock, 

Measures looking to the better protec- 
tion of the city from contagious diseases 
were discussed at some length, but the 
board Was not quite ready to take uecisive 
action and the matter wae referred to the 
committee on contagious diseases, consist- 
ing of ‘Drs. Bizzell, Longino and Jarni- 
gan, for consideration of a plan for for- 
warding the work and report to the rext 
meeting of the board. 

Then a discussion arose over the fact 
that two names had appeared on the pay- 
toils since the last meeting which the 
board as a@ body had not acted upon and 
Which some of the members jid not 
know were there. The names were those 
oA. M. Verner and William Johnson. 
The salary of the former was put down 
ai $70 per month and the latter at $30. 
Inquiry was made and it was explained 
that Verner had been put on as meat and 
Market inspector at the suggestion of Dr. 
Bizzell, chairman of the committee on 
ntagious diseases, and that Johnson 
bad been made cart inspector at «the 
“uggestion of Burton Smith, chairman 
the street committee, 

Councilman Longino, who is a new 
member of the board, wanted to know if 
tt had been the custom to add new in- 
‘ecsOrs to the department without the 
knowledge of the board. Captain Miller 
taid he had been on the board five years 
\ 4nd it had never been done before to his 
knowledge. 

Bad Policy, Says Longino. 

Dr. Longino said: “‘I think {t bad policy 
for Just any man to put men to work. 
There is a reguiar way of electing the 
men by the board and I think every man 
should be elected that way. If we are to 
keep within the appropriation, which all 
claim is too small, men can't be put on 
this way.”’ 

‘I suggested putting Verner on because 
he was needed,” said Dr. Bizzell, ‘‘and as 
for keeping within the appropriation, I 
have never intended to try to keep within 
i. 1am in favor of going on and spend- 
ing mony, not extravagantly, but to do 
the work as it should be done and when 
the money gives out ask for more, and 
if they don’t give it to us, shut up shop.” 

“We must keep within the appropria- 
ion”, said Captain Miller, ‘‘and I agree 
with Dr. Longino that it is bad policy to 
be employing men in this manner. They 
have always been elected by the board, 
and the rules of the board provide for 
their election that way.” 

Burton Smith said that Verner, who 
Was formerly a county police, was put 
On the department three days ago by 
the chief at the suggestion of Dr. Biz- 
zell and with the knowledge of Presi- 
dent Jarnagin and that Johnson, who is 
better known as ‘“‘Cottontop” Johnson, 
Was a flusher in the employ of the de- 
partment; that he had noticed him work- 
ing very energetically and had suggested 
0 Chief Lowry that he put him to 
Watching the drivers, who, he said, had 
@ way of loitering sometimes in their 
Work. He said that he had consulted witn 
President Jarnigan before suggesting the 
man’s name to the chief. 

“These men,’ he said, ‘‘were put on 
With the understanding that their ap- 
Pointments would have to be confirmed 
by the board and that the board might 
no confirm them, Their being put on 
Was to cover an emergency: they were 
needed. Men have been put on in emer- 
Bencies before without action being taken 


by the board on them; road watchmen,

As 
for keeping within the appropriation, my 
man Johnson will save several times his 
Salary every month in keeping the drivers 
at work. I don’t agree with Dr. Bizzell 
about running over the appropriation. I 
think it is insufficient, but think we ought 
to make it do if we can.” 

“I think it the safest thing to keep 
within the appropriation,” said Mayor 
Woodward, ‘‘and I favor all the men 
being added to the department through 
reguiar authority, but as it has been 
done I move that the matter remain as it 
is until the next meeting when the regu- 
lar election of inspectors and _ others 
takes place and settle then what is to be 
done about it.’’ 

Dr. Benson sald: “I have no objection 
to its laying over till next meeting, but 
I am like Dr. Longino, I think it is bad 
policy to be appointing men without 
bringing their names before the board. 
I do not want to be understood ag criti- 
cising anybody’s action, but I have been 
on the board for two years, and I never 
knew of its being done before.”’ 

“These men were put on,” said Burton 
Smith, “solely and distinctly with the 
understanding that it is only temporary. 
I think the mafter might have remained 
over to the regular meeting without 
arousing this attack on us, for it is an 
attack. I do not mean to question the 
motives of anybody, but it is an attack.’’ 

Here Dr, Bizzel] interrupted Mr. Smith 
with the remark: “It is just a question 
of whose bull is gored.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Smith said that there 
were other men in the department who 
had never been elected by the board and 
emphasized the point that the men were 
taken on only temporarily, that Verner 
was, needed to heip Inspector Straton 
and that Johnson was virtually only a 
road watchman. He said that other mea 
had been put on temporarily and that the 
assistant plumbing inspector ig on that 
Way now. 

“It is not a question of propriety,’’ said 
Dr. Benson, ‘‘but one of policy. Af the 
men should be elected by the board and 
then turned over to the chief and let 
him run the department.” 

“Tl am in favor of the board electing ail 
from flushers up and not only giving the 
chief full power,” said Mr. Smith, ‘but 
help him all we can.” 

Question of Whose Bull Is Gored. 

“No,” said Dr, Bizzell warmly, ‘it is 
just us. They have it that we kicked 
up &@ Muss about one thing because we 
didn't do something and now we kicked 
up a muss because we have done some- 
thing. I repeat what I said, it is just 
a question of whose bull is gored.”’ 

“There should be no feeling in these 
meetings,” said Dr. Longino, ‘‘the fact 
that somebody else has done wrong is 
no reason we should keep on doing it. If 
appointments have been made wrong, it 
ig no excuse for continuing it. There Is 
a regular way for the election of these 
men, and it seems to me that they qught 
to be selected that way.”’ 

“?Y do not know to whom Dr. Bizzell 
refers when he speaks of somebody's 
bull being gored,’ said Captain Miller. 
‘“T have no bull myself. I have no one 
for whom I desire a place. There would 
have been not the slightest objection to 
ithe temporary appointments if they were 
needed and if they had been to fill places 
that were vacant, but in this case two 
entirely new places were created. The 
appropriation is small and the force ought 
to be cut down if anything rather than 
increased and then the election of the 
men ought to be by the board.”’ 

Irregular, Says Benson. 

Dr. Benson said he had no fight to 
make on the men or any others, and 
that he was for no man or body of men, 
but that the appointment of the men 
had been irregular. He gaid he was in 
favor of letting the matter Remain as it 
is till the regular meeting. 
Mayor Woodward said that the impres- 
sion he had at first was that the men 
were put on permanently, but since it 
had been shown that they were only 
temporary he thought there would be 
no objection from any one to letting the 
mén remain as they are until the regular 
meeting. 

Here Burton Smith, who had been mak- 
ing a calculation on a piece of paper, 
atated that he had figured that the in- 
creased cost to the city of Johnson’s pro- 
motion up to the present time was about 
two dollars and that he thought he 
might, by making a note, raise that 
amount to reimburse the city. 

Dr. Longino said: 

“It is not the amount for these two 
men we care about, but the trouble is 
we may have fifty more before the next 
meeting.’’ 

“Well, if I saw the necessity for it I 
should be in favor of putting them on,”’ 
said Mr. Smith. 

Captain Miller put the mayor’s mo- 
tion to let the matter remain just as 
it is until the regular meeting of the 
board and it was unanimously adopted.

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‘He Inaugurated the First System of 
Free Schools in Georgia as Com- 
missioner of Education. 
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Secretary Cook Is Made the Arbiter 
of Boundary Dispute and Will 
Hear the Contentions of 
the Two South Geor- 
gia Counties. 


The authorities of Charlton county are 
not disposed to surrender the 25.000 acres 
of land awarded te Wayne county under 
the recent official survey without a fight. 
The boundary line dispute between the 
two counties, existing as it has for over 
half‘a century, is now at white heat arid 
Secretary of State Phil Cook is to be the 
arbiter and his decision, according to iaw, 
will be final. 

Through Judge J. Il. Sweat. 
county has filed a protest against the 
survey made by Thomas W. Peck. of 
Ware, and Secretary Cook has set Feb- 
ruary 27th as the date for the rival claims 
to be heard. 

The property in dispute js the entire 
northern end of Charlton, from the point 
where Buffalo creek empties into the Sa- 
tila river on the east in a due westerly 
direction to the other border of the coun- 
ty, a large tract of land aggregating in 
ali a little over 25,000 acres, in itself al- 
most the size of some of the smaller 
counties. 

The point at issue is as to the correct- 
ness of one of two surveys, that-of 1812 
which the people of ‘Wayne claim jis ac- 
curate, and that of 1820, which Cnarlton 
urges ‘s correct... Back to a time whereof 
the memory of man runneth not to the 
comtrary, the actual possession of the 
land was vested.in Charlton county. Be- 
fore 1820 the rude maps of that time gave 
the property north of Buffalo creek to 
Chariton and when the survey was made 
in that year it was supposed that the 
matter had been settled. 

But there has been no peace between 
the counties through all these years for 
the people of Wayne consistently hie 
back to the survey of 1812 and declare 
that the line drawn then was right and 
that under it Charlton must surrender 
the property north of the land lot in 
which Buffalo creek and Satilla river 
come together.

Birmingham, Ala., February 
cial. )—Wihl Golson, colored, 
Robert Warnock, chief deputy sheriff of 
Jefferson coumy, Was hanged in 
pong: county jail yard ap 11:48 o'clock 
‘ S morning. lle died game, a 
playing across his face as the black cap 
was drawn down concealing his features. 
His neck was not broken, strangulation 
resulting in death six minutes after the 
trap was sprung. Sheriff O’Brien pulled 
the fatal trigger, and at side stood 
Robert Warnock, Jr., the sixteen-year-old 
Son of the murdered chief deputy. The 
young man said nothing, but his eyes 
were moist as he looked upon the 
Which marked the close of a series of 
shocking tragedies.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Cotton Easily First in Strength and 
Size of Advance. 


New York,. February 9.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The strength of staples, and particularly 
those of agricultural origin, is the leading feat- 
ure this week, as last. In general, the weather 
cond:tions have not favored a_ large distri- 


'bution, but comparisons with a year ago are 
still quite favorable. Enlarged speculation is 
_reflected in increased clearings, and compari- 


sons with last year are again encouraging, 
while gains over years previous to 1899 are 
very marked. 

‘In strength of demand and size of advance 
vottons are still easily first. Although the 
crop movement has noticeably enlarged, so 
active has been the demand from foreign spin- 
ners that fully %c advance is shown. The 
strength of the raw product naturally affects 
manufactured goods, which are very firm and 
in good @emand from jobbers. Recent rains 
have increased the supply of water, and New 
England mills are now running to their ‘ull- 
est capacity. Southern manufacturers are very 
busy, and will use one-sixth of the south's 
total cotton production this season. 

“Corn is higher, partly in sympathy with 
wheat. but also on reports of damage to the 
Argentine crop by heat. 

‘'Provisions have been quite strong through- 
out the week and active demand is responsible 
for higher prices of pork and lard in the face 
of larger receipts of hogs at primary mar- 
kets. 

“The strength of the raw sugar position has 
been further increased this week by bullish 
reports from European beet markets and the 
expectation that receipts of cane sugars are 
apt to be light in the future. Refined grades 
have been strong, partly owing to the strength 
of raws and partly to the shutting down of a 
number of refineries. 

“Coffee steadily advanced, the result of con- 
tinued small crop reports from Brazil and of 
good consumptive demand here. 

‘Hides and leather are firmly maintained, 
though reports from the boot and shoe trade 
of current business are not very good. 

“Fine grades of wool are quiet, but there is 
still an urgent demand for medium grades, 
Considerable im-

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LISTLESS AND HEAVY 


Seemed To Be Complete Withdrawal 
of General Interest. 


OUTSIDE ORDERS WERE FEW 


There Was a Continual Dribble of 
Realizing Sales All 
Day. 


—— 


New York, February 9.—There seemed to 
be a complete withdrawal today of the general 
interest in the stock market which was so 
conspicuous a factor in the’ active ,trading in 
the early days of the week. ‘The two days’ 
reaction in prices served to discourage the 
outside demand and orders to commission 
houses fell to practically nothing. There was 
a continual dribble of realizing sales all day, 
and the bears industriously pecked at the mar- 
ket here and there, wherever they detected 


evidences of realizing or of long stock offered © 


for sale. The most notable price movements 
were in the speculative industrials and spe- 
clalties. Late in the day on the report of a 
new British reverse at Ladysmith the bears 
made a determined raid on Sugar and Third 
Avenue, forcing them off an extreme 3% and 
614. respectively. The general list failed to 
respond in any marked degree and support was 
accorded to the stocks attacked, forcing the 
bears to cover. They made a final futile at- 
tempt against St. Paul, but the market closed 
generally firm with rallies in stocks which had 
been attacked of from | to 2%. The tone in 
the general list was listless and heavy for 
the greater part of the day and it was 
not greatly effected either by the late attack 


of the bears or by the final rally, Net losses 


reached a point in only a few stocks. Amer- 
ican Tobacco was a conspicuous exception to 
the general weakness during the Cay, and 
after an early decline rallied strongly 3%, 
The forecast of 
the bank statement had too much to do with 
the disinclination to extend speculative com- 


mitments. The recent movement of funds from 
the sub-treasury to the banks has been re- 
versed, and the latter institutions have lost 
on that account $685,000.
